**The City of the Sun.* 


The ruins of Heliopolis, “Tho City 
of the Sun,” which ad goin the present 
village of Metarijeh, is about five miles 
distant from Cairo. This famous place 
js identified as the On of the Lible, 
where Joseph tookthe daughter of tha 
priest Potipherah to wife. ‘The site of 
the once important city is appropriately 
marked now by the oldest obelisk thas 
has yet been discovered, with the ex- 
ception of a smali one in the necrojolia 
of Memphis. The companion to this 
existing obelisk (for obelivks are always 
sractod? in pairs) passed away over 
twelve hundred years ago. The two 
were erected four or live thousand years 
ago. The remaining one is a shaft 
Sixty-si< feet high, of red granite, cov. 
ered with hieroslyphics. The metal on 
the pyramidium at the top has passed 
away, and the successive inundations of 
the Nile have piled a good many feos 
of mud about the monument 

At Heliopolis was also the finest 
Egyptian temple, with one exception, 
in those Old ‘Testament days—a temple 
dedicated to the sun, and employing a 
staff of priests, menia’s, custodians, and 
vpiher attaches whch is said to have 
numbered no less than twelve thousand 
gine hundred and thirteen. The Vha- 
raohs were especialy proud of their 
bide of ** Lords of Heliopolis.” 

Nearer the modern village are the 
tree and well of the Virgin. The Vir- 
gin's tree is a dacayed sycamore, plant- 
edin 167s, allegedly upon the site of 
&@ previous tree, in the hollow trunk of 
which Mary had concealed herself and 
éhe «divine child. Not satistied with 
well enough, the people in the vicinity 
apoil the whole tradition by also aver- 
ing that a spider spun nis web across 
the opening so as to ellectually screen 
the fugitives. did not learn whether
